The 14 tow nships in 
Delta county receive a total of 
about $10,090 a y ea r in liquor li­ 
cence funds. 
At Lansing the L iquor Control 
Commission reported

governm ental units annually for 
liquor law enforcem ent, according 
to questionnaires retu rn ed to the 
commission by tow nship and city 
officials. 
For Other Things 
A nsw ering the commission query. 
304 said they w ere using the funds 
properly, 262 adm itted they w ere 
not, and 59 said the m oney was 
used “p a rtly ” for enforcem ent. 
The m oney constitutes 85 per 
cent of liquor license fees, which 
the law provides shall be rebated 
to local units at the discretion of
